My company ‘has been in Cuba 
since December 24, 1917, and while 
our camp is comfortable and the 
scenery surrounding is beautiful, we 
are all beginning to feel a little dis- 
appointed that we haven't gotten 
“over there.” Jim Goodban has left 
for the states and I am the only one 
left in the company from around Up- 
land, although there are about ten 
fellows from Los Angeles. We nev- 
er tire of talking “California” to the 
poor heathen that think the Eastern 
states are “God’s Country.” 

The climate here fs a great deal 
like California, warm in the day-time 
and cool at night, except for the 
tropic rain storms that show up ey- 
ery few days. The vegetation is, of 
course, most tropical. Two hundred 
yards from camp begins impenetra- 
ble jungle that stretches away for 
miles. Banana and Royal cocoanut 
palms are thickly dotted over little 
gSrass-grown hidden’ valieys while 
mangos and papias are found even 
in the camp itself. Many rare and 
valuable woods are all around the 
trails. Greenheart, ebony, sandal- 
wood and mahogany abound in great 


quantities. Rare flowers, such as or- 
chids, can be gathered by the arm- 
load.

The camp is on the Columbia riv- 
er among the tall, straight pines 
and spruce trees. It is a lovely sight 
to see thousands of white tents 
strung out as far in among the trees 
as you can see. The only bad feat- 


ure of the landscape is the ever- 
present dark clouds which hang 
around. To one from Southern Cali- 


fornia it looks as if it would pour 
down any minute—but you soon get 
ever that. It only rained about five 
times last week, light showers. 

The whole camp is run on a strict- 
ly military basis. Drills, uniforms, 
rules and regulations are the same 
as any cantonment. The only dif- 
ference is that we spend about eight 
hours every day after all other du- 
ties are done working at the big mill 
down on the river where the logs 
from the forests are cut into lum- 
ber and loaded onto the railroad cars. 

Just what job one will receive or 
where in the country this job will 
be located is a deep secret which no 
one knows. Some may be sent to 
France but the majority will be under 
government control to work in that 
line which is most needed by the gov- 
ernment.

In successful campaigns 
to recover stolen’ property and de- 
tect thieves, it is necessary to keep 
continuously digging for weeks and 
months, 

“The same is true of murder cases. 
Just because a murderer is not 
caught in a day or two days or a 
week, the matter should not be for- 
gotten. It is necessary to keep dig- 
sing on these cases, particularly 
Mexican murders, for months.
